Slav Conmanist Party, bas privately infomed profeeeors and artiste 
(undetermined) that tbiy are to follow a lln© completely independent of 
pr.nt.4/a. In their work and exporiments. DJilas declared that art and 
science could i»t he rnb^eoted to poLitieal orientation, and the atteepts 
of th® Soviet Union to do so had resulted in failurSo 
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
